THE RAILWAY MEETIN0S. 
It may be convenient (o give a brief re* 
capitulation uf what hai been dune, thus 
far, in the railway movement. 

On the 'lUih of January last, a pnblic 
meeting traiheld in Sydney, for the pur- 
pose of taking the subject into consider- 
tuion. This meeting vim called at the 
instanre, we believe, of Dr. NicilOLioD, 
who had jutt received cotnmnnicMiana 
front England, which he thought it waa 
drnrabfe should U made known to (he 
public. The correspondent lo whoie let- 
ters the Docroa attached the chief import- 
anffwaj Jetr. QatJIM Wmiiiot EtHt. This 
geutlemart left the colony only two or 
three yean ago; and front his local know- 
ledge, combined with hit high (baracter 
as a man of scientific attain inenta and 
•ound judgment, and with tha circum- 
abince* of his being now reaident in the 
British metropolis and moving itr well- 
informed and influential circles, his om- 
nium t>ti tbii question were entitled lu 
more than ordinary reaped j and (hose 
opinions were decidedly in favour of the itn- 
medtafe introduction of railmaj j into the 
culony. There was present at the meeting 
a brother of Mr. E.m, who had lately ar- 
rived from England hy the Gtntral 
Bneitt ; and who stated (hat there wai 
a strong impression at home, amongst the 
fi lends of these colonies, aa to the de- 
sirableness and practicability of extending 
to Australia the great benelits of rail- 
communicaliui], and a disposition 
capital in such undertakings. 
Indeed, Mr, Eiml assured the meeting, 
that if the colonists could make out a 
feasible case, could show that Australian 
railways would yield a moderate profit on 
the investment, they might calculate upon 
obtaining money in England to any 
amount ; and that, notwithstanding the 
panic which wu then anticipated from 
the < riai i of the railway mania. 

At this meeting, which Comprised many 
of the moit wealthy, respectable, and in- 
telligent uf the. colonists, a commiiue 
ws* appointed lo collect information on 
the subject, and to report lo a future public 
meeting. The committee itibsequenlly 
appointed from Ihrirown body threesub- 
cummiiteei, one for each of the gtent 
lines of communication, south, north, and 
west. Of these tub -com mitt tea only 
one has yet reported — that on the 
southern line. We leatn by thtit Report, 
(hat the southern sob-committee wae ap- 
pointed on the Cth of February ; and as 
the Report is dated the 26lh March, it is 
shown that then enquiriei were not des- 
patched hastily, but occupied no less a 
space uf time than seven werka. 

One of out public writers having aaid. 
in his comment, upon the Irafllc esti- 
mate* of this Report, that he considers the 
"jrurras" of the committee rather large, it 
may not be improper to .late in what 
way the estimate*, were prepared, which 
we happen to poinrst the means of doing 
with acr uracy. 

Four days after their appointment, the 
sub- committee addressed to many of the 
respectable and most experienced land- 
holder! reaident between Sydney and 
Qoulhttra, a printed circular, of which the 
following is ■ copy i 

"Sydney, 10th February, 1(140. 
" Sit, — The Piu visional Committee ap- 
pointed by the Public Meeting held in 
Sydney on the l»th ultimo, to collect in- 
formation relating to the introducliurj uf 
Railwayi into (his colony, rtqueil (he 
favour of your slating, to the beat of your 
judgment, what il the present e tlen t of 
traffic between and Syd 

ncy, 

"If willing thos to assist lhe Com- 
mittee, I an lu beg (bat you will be good 
enough to insert in the subjoined cotumni 
the quantities of tlie several articlet that 
you think now pas* along the road in 
the course of twelve mouth a, and the pre- 
sent rates paid for their carriage , and also 
th* pmbable number of persons who 
traTrl between the two places, and of those 
who travel between either of them and 
intermediate places, during the same 
period ; and any other particulars which 
you may deem worth communicating. 

" You will please return this sheet to 
me, re-fofdiag it with my printed address 
outside ; and the Committee would be 
much obliged by youi doing a« "at your 
earliest convenience. 

"I h**e the honour lo be,Ac. r( kc.. 
"Whluu Diwm.Hon.cjec.'- 

The columns subjoined to lhe circular, 
and whit h tb* persons addreaaed were re- 
fuelled to till up, were four , (he first 
specifying the art it tea, the second headed 
"probable quantities in twelve months," 
the third *' presentratea of charge forcam- 
age,"«rd the fourth" remarks. " At (he foot 
of the eoluinni wan a drelaraiiun in these 
worda ■ " I think the above ia an ap- 
proaimition to the truth f followed by 
the signature of (he party making the 



rirtrnraitantially filled op, and were aceoov 
panied by a statement of the data from 
which the conclusions ad been arrived 
at. In some instances, the writers had 
gone to no small trouble and expense ia 
collecting eiact information both aa to 
(he quantities of produce carried down, 
and of goods carried up, as well as of 
petjoni travelling (o and fro, hy the stage 
coaches and otherwise. Now, with these 
replies (he Sub-Committee did (hat which 
was obviously the fairest way of arriving 
al an npproiimaiion to the truth : they 
collected all the estimates under their re- 
spective heads, and then struck a fair ave- 
rage of their results. And those average* 
eonatitute the tables apj.-jnded (o th* Ks- 
[Hirt. 

It will thus he seen, that so far from 
contenting themselvea wilh a "one**" al 
the traffic, or even with their own deli- 
berately formed opinions, (he Sub-Com- 
mittee took tmafemet on the subject, and 
upon that evidence, aa sttpplying the best 
data within their reach, founded their 
Report, 

Nor wu thit all. In order that the 
t vide nee itself might undergo th* 
most thorough lifting,, the Report waa 
printed, aad ■ copy tent to every member 
of the General Committee-** body of 
gentlemen pasaessing the very best means 
of forming an opinion as lo its substantial 
accuracy. Five weeks having been 
allowed to them for conaideiatioo, a meet- 
ing of the General' Committee was called 
for the express purpose of " disposing" of 
the Report , and mi the 1st instant, as 
was officially noUGed in the Herald 
of Saturday last, the Report waa 
" adopted " by that body, and "or- 
dered to be published for general iufur- 
maiioa." 

We inlimaled, in our articles of Satur- 
day and Thursday, lhat ibe only feeling 
of the General Committee, lunching the 
accuracy uf the Sub^Cotmnitiee'i etiunale 
of traffic, was understood lo be a doubt 
whether its extent had not been inoVr- 
r Q (erf|; and we find that Dr. Nicholson in 
his speech at the public meeting held on 
Wednesday hut, himself a member of the 
Committee, and practically conversant 
with the subject, confirms our statement. 
" The calculation contained in the 
Report,'' said the honorable gentleman, 
" uf the tost of the present amount of 
traffic on the line, Jt'DU^OO, might be 
relied on a* tcrfnin, rather than beyond, 
its actual amount." And again : — " The 
revenue ipoken of in the Report, £60,000, 
was certainly thrift of the actual amount, 
lie had rrcently visited Qoulburn, and 
had made minute enquiries on this 
head; and he found numbers of gen- 
tlemen paving immense sums an- 
nually for the carriage of goods. There 
was a gentleman in the room (Mr. Bmn- 
tEv) who alone paid £700 a year— and 
many otbers had told him the name thing. 
The statements made in the report wen 
matters uf fact. They were not prospec- 
tive of any increase of traffic which might 
be expected to arise from the increased fa- 
cilities which railway convey MM would 
affurd." 

This urings til to the latest step in our 
railway movement — lhe public meeting 
held on Wednesday - t but our space being 
eiltaujted, we mutt reserve tbii topic for 
a future arlicle.
